I wroTe you once during the siege, but I dare say 
the letter never reached you, for it was with some- 
thing like despair I broke it into the petty fragments 
required by the post-office ; French stupidity, of 
which we have had so many examples during the 
last year! The letters were all carried off by the 
balloon, so the decree issued to diminish the weight 
of letters served to increase it, as instead of one en- 


velope three or four, or more, were always required. | 


I have not written you since the siege was raised, 
because I have been in a state of complete apathy 
and stupor ever since. The last weeks of the 
siege pressed hecvily upon everybody. We were 
without fuel, we had insufficient food, and that 
little loathsome; even the bread we ate contained 
more unground oats than flour. Many of us had 
no window-panes after the bombs began to fiy. 
The roof of my house was carried off by one of 
them, and hundreds of them fell just in front of my 
lodgings. After the siege ended we were for weeks 
unable to understand the newspapers we read, for 
we were ignorant of everything that had taken 
place since the 17th of September. As it is, the 
mails are not yet reorganized perfectly. 1 received, 
two or three days since, London papers dated the 
20th and 21st September, and mailed the day 
they were published. The last “ Literary Gazette” 
lying on Messrs. Drexel, Harjes & Co.’s table is 
dated September. What books have been pub- 
lished ; what authors have departed life; what 
geniuses have arisen during the long, weary, blank 
months of our imprisonment—none of us know. We 
have to study the history of the world since the 
17th September, before we can ascertain the course 
of events. 

During the siege our libraries (with one exception, 
the Luxembourg Library) were not only closed, but 
turned topsy-turvy. The manuscripts were placed 
in the cellars, and the most valuable books were 
carried there, if there was room, and when these 
cellars were filled they were carried to the cellars 
of the Louvre and Tuileries. There they are still, 
for it is next to impossible to get Frenchmen to 
work, while the government gives them thirty or 
fifty cents a day to do nothing but strut in gay 
clothes behind a band of music. The great Library 
in Rue Richelieu has not opened its doors, simply 
because it has not yet been able to find men to 
bring back the books from the cellars of the Tuileries 
and Louvre. All the persons employed by the 
Library are busily engaged transferring these vol- 
umes. The work proceeds slowly with so few per- 
sons. At the great Library the yards were unpaved, 
that bombs might bury themselves harmless in the 
ground. In every room huge reservoirs of zine 
were placed and filled with water, zinc buckets, 
sponges, and blankets were placed near each reser- 
voir. There was a pile of sand every few yards to 
extinguish incendiary shells filled with petroleum 
oil. Several spades were placed by each pile of 
sand. All the persons employed by the Library 
were divided into watches who were on duty day 
and night. No bombs fell near the Library. They 
fell thickly around the Luxembourg, Sainte Gene- 
vieve, and the Garden of Plants Library, but in- 
jured none of them. The museums and hot-houses 
of the Garden of Plants suffered severely, and one 
or two shells fell in the Museum of the Mining 
School, without, however, doing sensible damage. 
It was a touching sight to see all the persons be- 
longing to the Garden of Plants, headed by the 
venerable widow of Geoffroy St. Hilaire and by the 
venerable M. Chevreul, the eminent chemist, each 
of whom is ninety years old, go down into the 
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cellars to escape the bombs. Here is a letter from 
M. Alphonse Milne-Edwards, one of the assistants 
and ason of Prof. Milne-Edwards in the laborat. 
ries of the garden :— 

“« My dear friend: How many disasters and rning 
have been accumulated! Some quarters of Paris 
have been ploughed by shells. The Garden of 
Plants received eighty-five for its share. The Or. 
chids hot-house was the first hit; its glass roof 
land walls were demolished in the middle of the 
night when the thermometer stood at 8° below 
| zero (ventigrade), so of course nothing remains of 
lit. The other low hot-houses received two or three 
other shells, the explosion of which destroyed nearly 
the whole front of two large wings, and the cold 
destroyed everything which the splinters of shells 
A great many plants, among them some 
of the rarest of tropical regions, have been de 
stroyed. Four shells fell in the zoological gallery, 
Fortunately we had removed to the cellars the 
70,000 bottles and jars filled with spirits of wine, 








| Had we not done so, our collections would have 


been destroyed by conflagration ; for it was in the 
cases of reptiles two of the shells burst, scattering 
their incendiary fragments in every direction. The 
paleontological gallery had its share of Prussian 
shells, but the laboratories of zoology suffered most; 
the laboratory of reptiles is entirely destroyed, 
Moreover, two shells came through the roof into the 
upper story and burst in the midst of the collec- 
tions which were in process of classification. Great 
damage was done in M. Deshaye’s laboratory. In 
my father’s laboratory the collection formed by the 
Scientific Commission of Mexico is almost entirely 
destroyed. It is distressing to see ail these unique 
objects, which cannot be replaced, shattered and 
reduced te dust. There were among them new 
genera and species which bad not even been copied. 
Professors’ houses were badly treated. Messrs, 
Chevreu)’s, Brongniart’s, Becquerel’s, and my fath- 
er’s house weie ‘it by shells. My father’s cham- 
ber, which the arcade, through which the 
little cour entered from Rue Cuvier, was 
completely i. We heard a fearful noise im 
the middle ot the night. We went to see where 
the shell had fallen, and we found my father’s bed 
shattered to atoms and the chamber without & 
roof. Fortunately the chamber was empty; but we 
were placed so exactly in the range of the guns that 
we abandoned our beds. We lived in the cella 
during the night, and in the basements during the 
day. The menagerie lost none of its tenants dur 
ing the bombardment. The shells buried them 
selves in the ground, and did little harm ; indeed 
those which burrowed rarely exploded ; but the 
want of fuel and suitable food produced extensivé 
ravages among the animals. We have not a mo 
key left, and the delicate species of carnivorol# 
animals are extinct. It will be necessary to 
stock the garden. Geoffroy St. Hilaire brought @ 
the Garden of Plants the animals of the Gardet 
of Acclimatization; but during the siege he sold 
nearly all of them for food.’’ 

Here is an interesting sketch of the treasure 
contained in the great Library, which we at om 
time feared the shells would not spare: “ P:

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portion of them. Paris is not only a centre of 
jdeas, a studio of progress, the drawing-room of 
nations, the heart of Europe, and, as Montaigne 
said even in his day, ‘one of the noblest orna- 
ments of the world ;’ but Paris is an immense mu- 
seam, a congregation of libraries, the receptacle of 
the masterpieces of human heads and human 
hands. It was said Athens contained as many 
statues a3 inhabitants. Paris numbers more cele- 
brated marbles, more priceless paintings, more pre- 
cious books, more unique manuscripts, more anti- 
quities, and more artistic treasures than citizens. 
The celestial Jerusalem appeared to the prophet 
illumined by God’s effulgence to be built of 
precious stones and of a pure gold like unto 
transparent crystal; so Paris is built of art, of 
science, of light. An ideal population of immortal 
examples and of sublime geniuses are sheltered 
behind its living population. Egypt and Greece, 
the East and Rome, the Middle Ages and modern 
Europe have concentrated in the walls of Paris, as 
in some inviolable pantheon, their rarest marvels. 
If God be manifested by the revelations of the 
human mind, one may call Paris the eity of God. 
Let us rapidly number the august monuments and 
the sacred temples which form its crown. Let us 
roughly reckon them without counting the number- 
less treasures which it contains. All the gold on 
earth could not pay forthem. A handful of iron 
may destroy them. * * * The libraries of Paris 
equal its museums. That which the Library of 
Alexandria was to the ancient world, the National 
Library is to the modern world. Its 2,000,000 vol- 
umes—from “ Le Catholicon,” printed at Mayence 
in 1460 (‘‘ without the assistance of pen,” runs the 
legend inscribed on its last page by the primitive 
typographer) to the last pamphlet published yes- 
terday—embraces all the productions of the human 
mind. It literally realizes that edifice of printing 
that Victor Hugo speaks of in“ Notre Dame,” an 
immense construction founded on the whole world, 
ou which humanity incessantly toils, which rises 
inendless spirals, in which there are confusion of 
tongues, incessant activity, indefatigable labor, 
eager rivalry, a refuge promised to intellect against 
8 new deluge, against a submersion of barbarians, 
ssecond Tower of Babel of the human race. And 
how many exquisite and precious ornaments deco- 
rate this prodigious mass! Princeps editions, 
unique copies, unprecedented varieties, intact in- 
cunables, bindings worth jewels. All the libraries 
of Europe joined together could not exhibit its like. 
This immense multitude of books has in the gal- 
lery of manuscripts its ancestral hall. It is com- 
posed of 100,000 volumes, of every country and of 
all ages, of all calligraphies and of all tongues, 
sources of texts, venerable originals, Sibylline 
leaves of erudition. Many of them are such manu- 
scripts as kings of the Middle Ages sometimes gave 
a city for, and which it was forbidden to move from 
their wonted places under pain of excommunication. 
The miniatures which illustrate them, the orna- 
ments which adorn them add an inestimable value 
to their price. A whole world of art lies in their 
heavy wooden and ivory bindings. Painting, dur- 
ing the Middle Ages, took refuge in books ; therein 
: awaited its waking hour ; therein it preluded its 
Uture great creations by vignettes and figures of 
the most delicate finish. Such an illuminated 
manuscript is often the only evidence left of the 
utof a forgotten century. The Cabinet of Medals 
id the Cabinet of Engravings form parts of the 
tional Library. 300,000 ancient and modern 
and medals, a series of cameos unrivalled in 
World, and of which the wonderful “‘ cameo of 
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precious stone which is a picture, forms as it were 
the glorious bezel ; the Ptolemies’ beaker in which 
Cleopatra drank ; the golden goblet of Rennes with 
its convivial bas-reliefs ; the silver vases and statu- 
ettes of Bernay ; the four medals found at Tarsus 
(among them a gold medal of a king of Bactriana), 
the 6000 Greek coins, the vases, the torso of Venus 
from Duke de Luynes’s collection, are only the 
wonders, the picked gems of this marvellous trea- 
sury of antiquity. 1,400,000 engravings fill the 
portfolios of the Cabinet of Engravings. They be- 
| gin with the Florentine inlaid enamel and the bar- 
| barous wood engraving of the 15th century, and 
end with Mouilleron’s lithographs and Calamatta’s 
and Mercuri’s engravings. All the illustrious works, 
| those of Mare Antonio, of Albert Durer, of Lucas 
| of Leyden, of Rembrandt, are to be found there, not 
one missing from the complete works «- each mas- 
ter, aud all proof copies of peerless beauty. The 
whole world of history reassumes form and life in 
the 200,000 portraits it possesses. Around this lit- 
erary metropolis radiate other libraries worthy of the 
greatest capitals; namely, the Mazarine Library, 
the Arsenal Library, the Sainte Genevieve Library, 
the Sorbonne Library, all filled with riches, raising 
galleries of books on foundations of manuscripts. 
Add the Garden of Plauts, with its interminable col- 
lections which centralize all nature; and the Palace 
of Archives, an august necropolis, where sleeps the 
whole history of France, buried, yet alive, in 250,000 
paper boxes from Childebert’s charter to Louis 
XVI.’s will. Isay nothing of the innumerable pri- 
vate collections of every sort, which, if brought to- 
gether, would form vast museums. Such are the 
treasures of Paris, and despite all the precautions 
taken with vigilant solicitude by the Minister of 
Public Instruction, all these treasures are more or 
less menaced by the shells of the German army. 
Paris opened these museums and these libraries to 
the world with a boundless liberality. The hospi- 
tality of intellect was never extended more mag- 
nificently than by it. Would Germany incur 
the terrible responsibility of the destruction of 
these treasures? Each of its shells may be an 
Omar's torch hailed through the air. Each one of 
them may fire a library, shatter statues, burn pic- 
tures, resolve some masterpieces of human genius 
into smoke. All such loss would be irreparable ; 
our enemies know it, ’tis not science they lack. 

Not one of the German generals has the ingenuous 
ignorance of the Consul Mummius, who, during the 
pillage of Corinth, warned the masters of vessels 
which carried the marbles of Praxiteles and the 
paintings of Zeuxis to Rome, that they should be ob- 
liged to replace all lost ones by others. A Leonardo 
destroyed cannot be made again; a Raphael tattered 
by grape-shot cannot be resuscitated; a burned 
Correggio can no more be relighted than an extin- 

guished star. The world loses a virtue when it 

loses a masterpiece; a fruitful influence, an inex- 

haustible instruction perishes with it. Manuscripts 

may be instanced whose loss would break forever 
the set of Humanity’s library. Remember the 
deep impression produced two years since by the 
loss of Titian’s Martyrdom of St. Peter, burned in 

a Venetian church. Throughout cultivated Europe 
a@ poignant regret, a unanimous grief was felt. 

Everybody felt a vacuum had occurred in art, 

which no effort could fill. Multiply this isolated 

catastrophe by infinity ; you may conceive the dis- 

aster which a sacrilegious shell thrown on the 

Louvre could produce. The bare thought of such 

a thing makes one shudder with horror. The smoke 

of the Library of Alexandria throws a Jess sinister

The con- 
tinval disappearance of books from the public Im- 
perial Library of St. Petersburg made the keepers 
of it keep strict watch. M. Aloys Pichler, a very 
jearned and eminent German theologian and one 
of the librarians of the Imperial Library, was sus- 
pected ; bat his reputation and character forbade 
any steps to fathom these suspicions.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS, 


Boston.—A new publishing and book-binding 
firm has been established at 21 Franklin Street, 
which will trade as Chick & Andrews. The part- 
ners are Mr. M. M. Chick and Mr. Isaac N. Andrews: 


Ir is ramored that two or three of the leading 
book-houses of Boston will take quarters in the 
projected Congregational House, which is to be 
erected on Beacon Street at a cost of over $200,000. 
The book-stores of that city, excepting the fine 
and well-ordered establishments of Little, Brown 
& Co., James R. Osgood & Co., and Nichols & Hall, 
are hardly up with the times, and look rather 
shabby and contracted when compared with some 
of the New York and Philadelphia book-stores.

A memoir of the Rev. Michael Wigglesworth, 
A.M., author of “Day of Doom,’’ and “Meat out 
of the Eater,” by John Ward Dean, is announced 
by Mr. Munsell, of Albany.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPEY. 

The Life of Major John André, Adjutant-General 
of the British Army in America. By Winthrop 
Sargent. pp. xiv.,478. New York: D. Apple 
ton & Co. 

Mr. Sargent was born in this city in 1825, and 
his personal qualities and literary ability have been 
here always duly appreciated. It is sad to think 
that, in consequence of his recent death, all his 
writings should seem to those who knew him bat 
“the vernal promise of an autumn which never 


|came.” His productions will compare most favor 


ably with those of many an author of noisy and 
unquestioned fame. When the life of André first 
appeared, it was universally acknowledged to be 
one of the most charming pieces of historical compo 
sition that has recently been produced. The author 
vas, however, modest and unobtrusive, and it may 
truly be said that in the present republication of the 
work there is set up the most fitting memorial of 
a life now ended. He seemed to have the rare gift 
of investing personal events with attractiveness 
In 1855, he prepared for the Historical Society 

Pennsylvania a history of Braddock’s expedition, 
containing an introductory memoir, which for gene 
ral excellence of matter and manner can be sah 
passed by very few of our writers. No one cam 
read many pages of the “Life of André” without 
being impressed with the keen thought and gracefal 
style of the author, and they will turn with a sigh 
to the light and gentle face of Winthrop Sargeml 
as represented in the portrait prefixed to this vor 
ume, and instinctively associate him with Chatter 
ton and Keats, and other “inheritors of unfa 
renoun.”’

Quietly and in seclu- 
sion did he study literature, history, and manners, 
for the love of the study itself, and now that his 
life has been eclipsed as it neared its zenith, we 
can only wonder at the beauty and blamelessness of 
such youthful tendencies in an age when wealth, 
ower, and renoun are deemed as almost the only 
objects to which young ambition should aspire, 
either in the*field of letters or of business. 


History of the State of New York. By John Romeyn 
Broadhead. Vol. II., first edition. pp. xv., 680. 
New York: Harper & Brothers. 

In the present volume Mr. Broadhead covers the 
period from 1664 to 1691. He goes quite deeply 
into details, is careful in all cases to furnish the 
exact dates, and indicates in his foot-notes the 
original authorities for his statements. In his gene- 
ral style the author does not affect to be rhetorical. 
His purpose seems to be to completely embody in 
his pages all the relevant facts in a plain form, the 
merit of which shall consist in its accuracy and 
copiousness, rather than in its eloquence or pic- 
turesqueness. He himself says: “ My object has 
been to exhibit the truth, honestly and minutely ; 
in doing this, I have long and carefully studied the 
received authorities relating to the colonial annals 
of our country, and also all that I have seen re- 
cently brought to light.’’ ry 


The Life and Times of Henry, Lord Brougham. 
Written by Himself. 3 Vols. Vol. I. pp. 380. 
New York: Harper & Brothers. 

Last year was published the Life of Lord Pal- 
merston, and now, within a few months thereafter, 
we are favored with the autobiography of another 
person who also bore a conspicuous part in the 
politics of England during the present century. 
Palmerston was born in 1784, and Brougham in 
1778, living a long life, which did not terminate 
until May, 1868. The biographical materials now 
before us will enable us to form an instructive and 
interesting comparison of the qualities of the two 
men. Brougham directed that his autobiography 
should be arranged chronologically, and, with the 
exception of correcting mistakes in dates and pro- 
per names (as he wrote from memory), should be 
printed as he had written it. “I alone,” he cha- 
racteristically said, “‘am answerable for all its 
statements, faults, and omissions. I will have no 
editor employed to alter or re-write what I de- 
sire shall be published as exclusively my own.” 
These explicit directions have been followed in the 
publication of the work. The first and second 
chapters treat of his early life. He began his 
studies in the High School of Edinburgh, and then 
entered the College of that city, where Playfair, 
Dugald Stewart, and Joseph Black were, at that 
time, professors. His attention seems at first to 
have been drawn towards mathematics, and some 
of the sciences. In 1300 he was admitted an ad- 
Vocate, but he informs us that prior and subsequent 
to that time he had traine 1 himself to the habit of 
public speaking, closely observing the manner of 
the eminent lawyers and clergymen whom he heard, 
and by frequent practice in a debating society. He 
next makes a tour to Denmark and Sardinia, keep- 
ing a journal which is here reproduced. He also 
travelled through Holland and Italy. Subsequently 
he settled in London, and was engaged in a mission 
‘Portugal. From that time he embarked in poli- 
tics, and the chapters devoted to that subject bring 
us in direct contact with all the political celebrities 
aud important public events in the early part of 
the century. The narrative in the present volume 
brings the subject of it forward to the age of thirty- 
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that which gives an account of the establishment 

of the “ Edinburgh Review.” Brougham criticizes 

Sidney Smith’s statement concerning that event, 

and pronounces it “‘ somewhat inaccurate and even 

fanciful,” though the only two specific errors that 
he points out are, that there was no house in Buc- 
cleuch Place, Edinburgh, as high as was stated by 

Smith, and that Smith was never appointed editor, 

and indeed was “ too much of a jack-pudding” to 

be editor. Brougham considers that Jeffrey’s con- 
tributions to the “ Review” were, upon the whole, the 
best that were furnished by any of its originators. 

The volume is written in a pleasant, colloquial 

style, and in many respects gives us, as might be 

expected, a much clearer insight into the events of 
the time than we can get from our solemn and 
formal histories. It is scarcely necessary to say 
that it will find a large number of readers. We 
notice that in the table of contents mention is 
made of a fac-simile letter from Robertson of 

Strowan, facing page 370. This has probably 

gone to the dead-letter office, for it certainly does 

not face page 370, nor any page in the copy of the 
book with which we have been favored. 

The Life of Nathaniel Greene, Major-General in the 
Army of the Revolution. By George Washington 
Greene. 3 Vols. Vol. II., pp. ix., 514. 

In the present volume the narrative begins with 
what the author terms “ The Conway Cabal,” and 
the criticism upon the results of the battle of Ger- 
mantown, and Washington’s campaign of 1777, and 
comes down to 1780. The next and concluding 
volume will treat of Greene’s operations in the 
Southern States. A number of letters in the ap- 
pendix reflect considerable light upon the period of 
our Revolutionary history covered by the volume. 
It will be recollected that the publication of the 
ninth volume of Mr. Bancroft’s “History of the 
United States,” led to some minute examination 
into the acts and principles of several persons 
prominent in our colonial and early military his- 
tory. Sullivan, Schuyler, Reed, and Greene were 
especially objects of attack and defence, and pam- 
phlets containing animadversions upon Mr. Ban- 
croft’s History were written by T. C. Amory, G. L. 
Schuyler, W. B. Reed, and the author of the present. 
The latter gentleman has inserted in the appendix 
to this volume the pamphlet published by himself, 
as well as the letter of Mr. Baucroft to the “ North 
American Review,” in reply thereto. Mr. Greene is 
a gentleman of general literary cultivation. He 
writes with vivacity and polish, and has given us 
a volume of most agreeable reading.

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The Wonders of the Heavens. By Camille Flamma- 
rion.

The “Illustrated Library of Wonders’’ is one of 
the most successful of recent attempts to popu- 
larize science. The volumes are full of information, 
profusely illustrated, and written with the grace 
and neatness which generally mark French works 
of this sort. The one before us seems to have 
caught an additional enthusiasm and eloquence 
of style from the wonders of which it treats. In 
general literary merit we regard it as one of the 
very best of the series. It seems more like an 
original work, and less like a mere compilation. 


Sartor Resartus: the Life and Opinions of Herr 
Teufelsdréckh. In three books. By Thomas 
Carlyle. Portrait. Crown 8vo. pp. iv., 228. 
New York: Charles Scribuer & Co. 

The wondrous medley of the sublime and gro- 
tesque, bearing the title of “Sartor Resartus,” 
“ The Tailor Done Over,” the title of an old Scot- 
tish song, first appeared in Fraser’s Magazine in 
1833, and was written by the author while still re- 
siding on his farm in Dumfrieshire, Scotland, “the 
loneliest nook in Britain,” as he himself described 
it in a letter to Goethe. It pretends to be the 
biography of a certain Professor Teufelsdrickh 
(Devil’s Dirt), and contains the many opinions, 
speculations, and trials of that strange personage. 
The whole book, says an English writer, “quivers 
with tragic pathos, solemn aspiration, or riotous 
humor.” 

Its perplexing obscurities, its overpowering force 
of expression, the boldness of its views, and the 


|extraordinary command of language it displays, 


will forever cause the book to remain a puzzle and 
a pleasure. 

The volume is the first of the “ People’s” edition 
of Carlyle’s works now in course of publication, 
simultaneously in England and America. It is of 
English manufacture, and is beautifully printed. 
An excellent steel engraving of the author forms 
the frontispiece. 


A Course of English Reading, adapted to every Taste 
and Capacity. By Rev. James Pycroft, B.A. 
Edited, with Alterations, Emendations, and Addi- 
tions, by J. A. Spencer, D.D. l6mo. pp. 283. 
New York: James Miller. 

This work was originally published in England 
more than twenty years ago, and the first American 
edition appeared two or three years later. It is one of 
the most pleasantly written and useful little volumes 
ever published for the avowed purpose of promoting 
a useful course of reading, and as a guide to the 
choice of books. The book has, we believe, been 
out of print for some time, and the reissue comes 
to us in very inviting form, so far as paper, print- 
ing, and binding are concerned. 


PHILOLOGY. 


Handbook of Anglo-Saxon and Early English. By 
Hiram Corson, M.A., Professor in the Cornell 
University. pp. vii., 572. New York: Holt & 
Williams. 

Few persons are better qualified than Profesgor 
Corson to prepare such a work as the present. 
Ample proof of this was given in his edition of 
Chaucer’s “ Legende of Goode Women,” prblished 
in this city in 1864, and which was so highly re- 
commended by those best qualified to judge of its 
merits. His extensive acquaintance with Anglo- 
Saxon and early English literature, and his practi- 
cal experience in teaching, enable him to anticipate 
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the wants of the scholar and student. In the 
manual now before us, the growth of the English 
is traced and illustrated from the first existing 
form of the Anglo-Saxon, or Anglish, down to the 
end of the fifteenth century, when it had become, 
with the exception of a few lingering remains of 
the old inflections, essentially the same as the unin- 
flected language of the present day. The selections 
are sufficiently abundant, if thoroughly mastered, 
to serve as a basis for the fullest course of English 
philology that could be made practicable in our 
High Schools and Colleges. The Anglo-Saxon version 
of the Gospel according to St. John has been given 
entire, and affording, by reason of the simplicity of 
the language, and the familiarity of all with the 
subject-matter, the easiest reading for the beginner. 
Following this, we have selections from the Homi- 
lies of A£lfric, King Alfred’s Paulus Orosius and 
Boethius, the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, Layamon’s 
Brut, the Ancren Ricole, the Ormilum, and other 
works, the series closing with passages from the 
Wycliffite version of the Bible, Chaucer’s Prologue 
to the Canterbury Tales, and Gower’s Confessio 
Amantis. Following these we have a copious Glos- 
sary extending through more than one hundred and 
fifty pages, and also brief but full and systematic 
sketches of Anglo-Saxon Grammar, and of the gram- 
matical forms of Southern English occurring in the 
Ancren Ricole. Mr. Corson has very decided but 
not extravagant views, touching the importance of 
the study of our own language. This study, he 
says, cannot be pursued with success upon the 
basis of the modern torms of the language, as is 
evidenced by the unsatisfactory results reached by 
the best schoolmaster grammarians. ‘“‘ The earnest 
student,” he adds, “who shrinks from no labor 
that is necessary for the realization of the highest 
standard of excellence, and who would grow up to 
the fullest appreciation and enjoyment of which he 
is capable, of the great masterpieces of English 
literature, must ‘seek out the Ancient Mother.’”’ 
The volume is issued by Holt & Williams, in an 
admirable style of manufacture. It cannot fail to 
reflect great credit upon Professor Corson, and will, 
we trust, be no less certain to aid in the critical 
study of our own noble vernacular. 


A Dictionary of English Synonymes, and Synonymous 
or Parallel Expressions. Designed as a Practical 
Guide to Aptness and Variety of Phraseology. 
By Richard Soule. 8vo., pp. viii., 456. Boston: 
Little, Brown & Co. 

The usefulness of a volume of this kind depends 
upon the readiness with which the required word 
may be found, and upon its inclusiveness. Roget’s 
Thesaurus is probably, at the present time, more 
extensively used than any similar book, and de. 
servedly so, on account of its completeness. But, 
to our thinking, the arrangement of Roget’s work 
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is too complex for speedy reference, and several 
other works now in use, too imperfect to be really 
valuable. 

Keeping in view the shortcomings and avoiding 
the errors of previous works, Mr. Soule has com. 
piled a volume which, for general usefulness, jg 
far in advance of all others. The words arg 
arranged in alphabetical order, and following each 
is a group of synonymous words or expressions, 
each of which is also placed in its regular alpha- 
betical order, except in such cases as where the 
same word falls into two or more groups that are 
near to each other, or when there are so many 
synonymes for a word that a repetition of every one 
of them, made under each in its alphabetical place, 
would seem formal and prolix. The typographi- 
cal arrangement also does much to assist reference, 
each word standing out distinctly from its group of 
synhonymes by being set in a black-faced type. We 
have tested it in various ways, and the result was, 
in every case, satisfactory, and we feel sure the 
labors of the author will be cordially appreciated 
by all who have occasion to use his book.

The Suburbs of Cincinnati: Sketches, Historical 
and Descriptive. By Sidney D, Maxwell. pp.

The matter contained in all but the concluding 
chapter of these sketches, appeared substantially 
in the “Cincinnati Daily Gazette,”’ during the years 
1868-69. These papers have been carefully re- 
vised, in many particulars rewritten, and such 
changes have been made in them as will bring the 
history and description of the places to the month 
of April, 1870.
